^ c h e s ,” revealed they anticipated 
the governm ent would provide 
all necessities.

Congress today that the cost of 
arm s aid to the North Atlantic 
area likely will be increased in 
the near future.

arming Western Europe prob­ 
ably will rise in cost unless

is

change in the international cli­ 
mate and the actions of cer­ 
tain powers.” 
Acheson appeared before the 
Senate Foreign R elations 
a n d 
Arm ed Services C om m ittees to 
urge quick approval of the full 
$1,222,450,000 which P r e s i d e n t 
T rum an has asked for the sec­ 
ond round of the foreign mili­ 
tary 
assistance 
p ro g ram . 
He 
said: 
“ I don’t think anyone can tell 
you honestly that the cost will ! 
be lowered. 
“ The m ost honest answ er is 
that it likely will be increased, j 
We are a long way from having !

“ Unless there is a very con­ 
siderable change in the interna­ 
tional clim ate and the action of 
certain powers we m a y have to i 
put m ore ra th e r than less into 
the effort in the im m ediate fu­ 
tu re.”

NEW YORK, June 2—Walter 
S. Tower, president of the Amer­ 
ican Iron and Steel Institute, has 
warned that the efficiency of the 
steel industry can be impaired 
^/or 
destroyed 
unless 
essential 
changes alter the direction of of­ 
ficial thinking and public atti­ 
tude. 
Tower told the 58th general 
meeting of the institute that 
the steel industry must c o n ­ 
tinue to provide much of the 
strength 
in 
the economy of 
this nation, which he termed 
the only strong 
bulwark of 
G non-Communist civilization. 
However, the institute h e a d 
stressed that if the ability to sup­ 
port peoples is to operate freely 
in this country, certain changes 
from recent tendencies are es­ 
sential, especially as they bear 
on the future effectiveness of the 
steel industry. 
Tower listed the r e q u i r e d 
^phanges as follows: 
First, less of government at­ 
tacks on 
industry,

ceptance of the 
importance of 
industry to national welfare. 
Second, less effort to limit or 
to siphon off the profits of in­ 
dustry. more appreciation of the 
twin facts that only 
profitable 
industry can be healthy

grow and that healthy growth is

.Attorney Fails 
To W in Income 
Tax Legal Tiff 


CLEVELAND, June 2—Cleve­ 
land Attorney Fred Acker faces 
a possible year in jail and a fine 
up to $10,000 today for his refu­ 
sal to become what he describes 
as “ a tax slave.” 
Acker’s battle with the feder­ 
al government was halted tem p­ 
orarily last night when a Cleve­ 
land jury found him guilty of a 
crime for failure to file a 1946 
income *tax return. 
Undismayed by his defeat, the 
bespectacled, 54-year-old attorn­ 
ey said: 
“ I will, of course, 
appeal. I 
was not bom a tax slave and I 
^ will not die one ” 
For two days, Acker had tried 
to convince the jury that the pre­ 
sent income tax law, scaling up­ 
ward on bigger incomes, is un­ 
constitutional, insisting that “ ex­ 
cesses” have made it “ confisca­ 
tory.” 
Acker, who defended himself, 
was reported to hav* won three 
jurors to his views, but a guilty 
verdict was returned within five 
• h- urs after the jury got the case. 
Hi was then taken to county 
jail, where he is to remain until 
sentenced next week.

It is estimated that this proposed change 
would mean a savings of about $100,000, 
OOO for business taxpayers over the next 
five years.

Neither is it a very 
large piece of business income, although it 
is possible that the saving might be very 
important to n business struggling to come 
back after suffering heavy losses. It should 
be worth the sacrifice of a little federal 
revenue occasionally to help a business to 
survive a period of bad fortune.

Habakkuk Teaches Trust in God 


JEHOVAH WILL OVERCOME EVIL WITH GOOD 


Scripture—Habakkuk. 
Bv NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
WHY DOES evil exist in the 
world? Win’ d > wicked men and 
women flourish and the good 
suffer? 
Why does God permit 
God-fearing m* n and women to 
go hungry, “ill-clothed, ill-housed 
and ill-fed,*’ and ruthless, greedy 
people to have all the necessities 
and luxuries of life? 
These were questions that wor­ 
ried people in Old Testament days 
more than 2.000 years ago—just 
as they trouble us of today. 
The Prophet Habakkuk, who is 
thought to have lived during the 
reign of Johoiakin— 609-597 B. C. 
—was distressed by it. and decid­ 
ed that trust in God and faith 
were the answers. Maybe we can 
reach the same conclusion. Let 
us study his words: 
‘ The burden which Habakkuk 
the prophet did see. 
“O Jehovah, how long shall I 
cry, and Thou wilt not hear? I 
cry out unto Thee of violence, 
and Thou wilt not save. 
“Why dost Thou show me in­ 
iquity, and look upon perverse- 
ness? for destruction and vio­ 
lence are before me, and there 
is strife, and contention riseth up. 
‘Therefore the law is slacked, 
and justice doth never go forth; 
for the wicked doth compass 
about the righteous, 
therefore 
justice goeth forth perverted. 
“Art not Thou from everlast­ 
ing, O Jehovah my God, my Holy 
One? we shall not die. O Jeho­ 
vah, Thou hast ordained him for 
judgment; and Thou, O Rock, 
hast established him for correc­ 
tion," 
You sec what was happening 
In Judah when Habakkuk was 
living—injustice, violence, strife, 
rivalry, wickedness. 
Habakkuk 
did not condemn men; he counted 
himself one of tht m. Even right- 
living men, women and children 
find it hard to live up to their 
ideals and always do the things 
they know are right. Why? 
God is omnipotent; why does 
He not interfere? “How long shall 
I cry?" asks the prophet. How 
many of us re-echo the query? 
, Then 
Habakkuk 
decided 
to 
“stand upon my watch, and set 
me upon the tower, and will look 
forth to see what He will speak 
with me, and what I shall an­ 
swer concerning my complaint.” 
We do not suppose Habakkuk 


really went to live in a watch 
tower, which was built to scan 
the countryside for possible ene­ 
mies, ¿nit he retired to & quiet 
place where he could think and 
reason out the problem of life. 
T h e illustration accompanying 
this lesson will show the children 
what a watch tower was like. 
Do c h i l d r e n read Pilgrim’s 
Progress any more? This writer 
did as a child, and still has a 
copy. In one chapter when Hope­ 
ful and Christian were cn their 
way to the Celestial City, Hopeful 
told Christ mn that when he was 
greatly perplexed, the words of 
Habakkuk came to his mind. 
They were: "I will stand upon my 
watch, and set me upon the tower, 
and will watch to see what He 
will say unto me.” 
"And, Jehovah answered me,1* 
said Habakkuk, “and said, Write 
the vision, and make it plain upon 
tablets, that he may run that 
rcadeth it." Not “He who runs 
may read,” but “he may run that 
readeth it.” It surely means that 
he who reads it should run to 
tell of the message. 
Habakkuk asks what idol wor­ 
ship brings to the worshiper. 
“Woe unto him that saith to the 
wood, Awake, to the dumb stone. 
Arise! Shall this teach? Behold, 
it is overlaid with gold and silver, 
and there is no breath at all in 
the midst of it. 
“But Jehovah is in His holy 
temple; let all the earth keep 
silent before him.” 
The result of Habakkuk’s medi­ 
tations was that even though 
everything was discouraging, or, 
as he puts it in his poetical lin- 
guage: “For though the fig tree 
shall not flourish, neither shall 
fruit be in the vines; the labor 
of the olive shall fail, and the 
fields shall yield no food; the flock 
shall be cut off from the fold, 
and there shall be no herd in the 
stalls: 
“Yet I will rejoice in Jehovah, 
I will joy in the God of my sal­ 
vation. 
“Jehovah, th e Lo r d , i s my 
strength, And He maketh my feet 
like hinds’ feet, and will make me 
to walk upon high places.” 
If wc have the same trust in 
the goodness and power of God, 
and do His work of peace and 
justice upon earth, we too can 
cease to be too troubled about 
our contentious world.

God is omnipotent; why does 
He not interfere? "How long shall 
I cry?" asks the prophet How 
many of us re-echo the query? 
, Then 
Habakkuk 
decided 
to 
"stand upon my watch, and set 
me upon the tower, and will look 
forth to see what He will speak 
with me, and what I shall an­ 
swer concerning my complaint.” 
We do not suppose Habakkuk 


really went to live in a watch 
tower, which was built to scan 
the countryside for possible ene­ 
mies, ^Diit he retired to a quiet 
place where he could think and 
reason out the problem of life. 
T h e 
illustration 
accompanying 
this lesson will show the children 
what a watch tower was like. 
Do c h i l d r e n read Pilgrim’a 
Progress any more? This writer 
did as a child, and still has a 
copy. In one chapter when Hope­ 
ful and Christian were en their 
way to the Celestial City, Hopeful 
told Christian that when he was 
greatly perplexed, the words of 
Habakkuk 
came 
to his mind. 
They were: "I will stand upon my 
watch, and set me upon the tower, 
and will watch to see what He 
will say unto me." 
“And, Jehovah answered me,1* 
said Habakkuk, “and said, Write 
the vision, and make it plain upon 
tablets, that he may run that 
readeth it.” Not "He who runs 
may read,” but "he may run that 
readeth it." It surely means that 
he who reads it should run to 
tell of the message. 
Habakkuk asks what idol wor­ 
ship 
brings to the worshiper. 
"Woe unto him that saith to the 
wood, Awake, to the dumb stone. 
Arise! Shall this teach? Behold, 
it i3 overlaid with gold and silver, 
and there is no breath at all in 
the midst of it. 
"But Jehovah is In His holy 
temple, let all the earth keep 
silent before him.” 
The result of Habakkuk’s medi­ 
tations was that even though 
everything was discouraging, or, 
as he puts it in his poetical Im* 
guage; "For though the fig tree 
shall not flourish, neither shall 
fruit be in the vines, the labor 
of the olive shall fail, and the 
fields shall yield no food; the flock 
shall be cut off from the fold, 
and there shall be no herd in the 
stalls: 
"Yet I will rejoice in Jehovah, 
I will joy in the God of my sal­ 
vation. 
“Jehovah, t h e L o r d , i s m y 
strength, And He maketh my feet 
like hinds* feet, and will make me 
to walk upon high places.” 
If we have the same trust In 
the goodness and power of God, 
and do His work of peace and 
justice upon earth, we too can 
cease to be too troubled about 
our contentious world.

Our State D epartm ent pursued 
a China policy after 
the 
Y alta 
Conference to please Russia, but 
they never expected 
the conse­ 
quence 
that 
cam e from their 
policy, because they believed in 
the integrity of R ussia—a nation 
■which has not lived up to a single 
a g reem en t or treaty 
composed 
betw een us. 
Therefore, it is not a m a tte r of 
choice. This country, for better 
or worse, is being forced into a 
m ilitaristic p o s i t i o n by 
the 
course of events. We are much 
as Ja p a n w as between 1905 and 
1931. 
Most Ja p an e se hated w ar and 
they despised their own m ilitar­ 
ists. but it was as clear to them , 
as the events eventually proved, 
that Russia would seek to 
take 
M anchuria, 
and 
that 
country, 
once conquered, 
would 
imperil 
the whole of E astern Asia. They 
had 
to desert 
the progress of 
their land to concentrate on de­ 
fense. I recall conversing 
with 
top leaders of Ja p a n as far back 
as 1923 who realized 
then 
the 
historical desperation 
of their 
situation. 
We need to think our problem s 
out now if we are to 
survive. 
And we need to think straight, 
for the enem y will take advan­ 
tage of our every error.
